“1.  The  farmer  Is  entitled  to  Jpat  as  good  wages 
for  his  labor  as  others  get. 

‘2.  He  is  entitled  to  just  as  good  living  condi¬ 
tions  for  himself  and  family  as  others  enjoy. 

“3.  His  children  are  entitled  to  a*  good  educa 
tlonal  advantage;  as  other  children  have. 

”4.  He  is  entitled  to  Just  as  much  liberty  of  ac¬ 
tion  in  organising  for  selling  his  products  and  for 
regulating  production  to  meet  market  demands  as 
■'other  classes  exercise. 

“6.  He  Is  entitled  to  Just  as  efficient  and  adapt 
able  service  from  the  country's  banking  and  finan¬ 
cial  Institutions  as  other  classes  get. 

”6.  He  is  entitled  to  taxation,,  tariff,  and  trans 
puratlon  policies  whleh  will  dt«l  Just  u*  fairly 
with  agriculture  as  with  any%  other  business  and 
occupation. 

”7.  He  Is  entitled  to  a  civilization,  cnlture,  edu¬ 
cational  system— literature,  art,  drama,  etc.— 
which  will  recognize,  reflect,  and  utilize  the  cul¬ 
tural  Influence  of  country  life  and  its  environment 
ln  the  same  degree  In  which  present-day  culture 
recognizes  and  reflectj  the  Influences  of  urban 
life." 

Dr.  Poe.  being  a  good  Christian  of  the  Baptist 
persuasion,  will  not  object,  we  feel  sure,  to  our  us 
Ing  another  point  which  we  deegi  sound,  practical, 
and  Biblical.  It  is  this:  He  Is  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  church  a  spiritual  culture  equal  in  qual¬ 
ity  and  quantity  to  that  which  is  made  the  goal  for 
thoje  in  the  cities  and  towns. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  this  point.  As  a  church 
we  have  reco|nixed  its  soundness  and  applicability 
but  we  have  woefully  failed  to  apply  It.  This  point 
means  several  things.  It  means  that  we  must  aban¬ 
don  the  old  notion  that  the  chelf  i  "problems"  of 
evangellzalon  are  congested  ln  th*  city  and  that 
the  religious  needs  of  our  rural  population,  are 
greater,  because  they  have  been  niore  neglected. 

— Ex. 

Paul  speaks  of  himself  as  a  preacher  of  faith 
and  truth.  Those  two  things  are  lndellibly  link¬ 
ed  together.  If  we  expect  people  to  believe  we 
must  give  them- something  to  believe.  There  can 
not  be  faith  unles*  there  Is  something  to  believe, 
something  supposed  to  be  truth,  something  to  take 
hold  of.  Faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  Word  of  God.  Faith  is  not  an  Imaginary  or 
mythical  rope  tossed  to  a  drowning  man.  It  Is  a 
real  rope.  We  must  not  simply  tell  the  peoplo  to 
believe,  we  must  tell  them  what  to  believe.  We 
must  tell  them  the  simple  fact*  ubout  Jesus;  -us 
Peter  did  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  as  Paul  did  at 
Antioch  of  Pisldfa  and  ln  Athens  and  everywhere. 
We  must  give  them  the  facts  of  Jesus'  life  and 
death  and  resurrection.  We  take  too  much  for 
granted.  We  must  bring  them  fresh  to  the  peo¬ 
ple’s  mlng*  and  urge  them  upon  their  faith.  Too 
much  of  our  preaching  lays  no  foundation  for  faith 
£®d  makes  no  appeal  to  intelligent  faith.  And 
faith  must  be  intelligent.  We  are  chosen  of  God 
unto  salvation  through  sanctification  of  the  Spir¬ 
it  and  Belief  of  of  Truth.  To  bo  sure  our  faith 
must  be  In  the  person  of  Chrlat,  bat  there  can  be 
no  faith  in  the  person  of  Christ  which  is  not  foun 
ded  on  the  work  of  Christ  and  Induced  by  the 
word  of  Christ. 

When  a  man  or  a  body  of  men  get  obMessed  with 
a  notion,  they  see  it  always,  no  matter  at  what 
they  are  looking,  nor  ln  what  direction.

THE  ENEMY  WITHIN 

In  the  Rocord  of  February  9th  was  an  article 
by  Rev.  A.  B.  Teagarden,  a  Unitarian  preacher  of 
New  Orleans  Mr.  Teagarden's  puropse  as  stated 
in  this  communication  Is  to  seek  an  alliance  with 
certain  zealous  brethren  who  are  earnestly  con¬ 
tending  for  tbe  faith,  to  purge  the  Baptist  denom 
(nation  of  ‘‘the  greatest  enemy  the  Baptist  church, 
i  or  any  evangelical  church  hat,  the  enemy  within,” 

1  "the  hyporrrlte  who  confess^*  to  one  thing  out¬ 
wardly,  but  holds  to  something  else  inwerdly," 
“the  osnker  worm  that  Is  eating  Into  and  pollut¬ 
ing  the  soul  of  the  evangelical  church."  But  the 
following  words  quoted  fronl  the  communication 
ar®  th®  cause  of  this  statement  from  me:  "It  was 
such  an  enemy  that  caused  pie  to  leave  tbe  Bap¬ 
tist  fold.  He  told  me  that  Genesis  end  evolution 
could  be  reconciled,  and  I  believed  him."  Ae  I 
remember  once  having  told  this  young  man  In  a 
conversation  that  I  saw  nothing  Incompatible  In 
believing  In  t|je  theory  at  evolution  and  being  a 
Christian,  I  suppose  I  sm  the  "Insincere,  dishon¬ 
est  hypocrite"  he  has  speclflcly  in  mind.  Now  aa 
he  has  projected  his  personsjllty  and  (-onvlctlons 
before  the  attention  of  Mississippi  Baptists  they 
are  entitled  to  know  of  him  and  his  experience. 

Several  years  ago  a  student  at  the  University 
of  Tenne wee  wrote  hie  mother,  then  living  In 
Liberty,  Miss.,  that  he  h*d  become  an  atheist.  She 
In  distress  wrote  Dr.  Ben  Cox.  In  Memphis,  to 
make  a  special  supplication  at  the  Noon  Day 
Prayer  Meeting.  Dr.  Cox  was  holrflng  a  meeting 
in  tbe  Second  Baptist  Church.  Jackson,  and  the 
letter  was  forwarded  to  him  (here.  Special  prayer 
was  made  In  that  church.  Then  the  war.  and  the 
young  man  in  the  navy  became  an  officer.  Like 
many  men  he  had  a  distinctive  religious  exper¬ 
ience  In  (be  tense  life  of  the  service.  Returning 
home  he  united  with  that  church  which  before 
had  prayed  far  Im,  not  by  profession,  but  by  a 
letter  from  a  church  In  Knoxville.  So  strong 
waj  this  religious  experience  that  he  announced 
his  desire  to  preach.  I  was  acting  as  supply  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  church  then,  lie  was  ordlsned  after  nh 
examination  by  a  presbytery  ,-omposed  of  H.  M 
King,  W .  A.  Hewitt,  J.  R.  Carter,  myself,  and  per¬ 
haps  others.  Now,  ms  I  remember,  nothing  was 
said  In  this  conference  regarding  evolution  but 
(here  was  a  statement  about  the  inspiration  of 
the  Scriptures  by  God,  the  fact  of  Christ  the  Son 
Of  God,  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  a  Living 
Person,  salivation  through  the  atoning  blood  of 
Christ,  and  that  Christ  not  only  died  but  rose 
from  the  grave.  A  presbyter)'  that  would  send 
any  man  tp  be  ordained  as  a  Baptist  preacher 
without  a  clear  statement  regarding  these  funda¬ 
mentals  would  be  guilty  of  an  unpardonable  crim- 
nal  negligence.  Certainly  King,  Hewitt,  and  Car¬ 
ter  would  never  do  so.  lie  either  believed  these 
fundimentals  then,  or  else  he  did  not  state  his 
podtlon  correctly. 

“I  left  the  Baptist  chiy,.),  when  I  saw  the  South¬ 
ern  BaptUt  Theological  Seminary  did  not  teach 
evolution."  Quite  right.  For  If  he  desired  a  courae 
in  anthropology,  he  should  have  gone  where  such 
courses  were  ofTered,  and  the  environment  con¬ 
genial  for  the  etudy.  The  Loul*vlUe  institution 
is  maintained  to  train  those  who  witness  for 
Chrlit  and  His  power  to  save  unto  the  uttermost, 
whoepeak  out  of  the  heart  from  an  actual  exper¬ 
ience  in  grace,  and  from  not  intellectual  concept* 
derived  from  sclentlflc  hypotheses.  Evolution  is 
only  referred  to  as  It  touches  the  matter  of  Christ¬ 
ian  apologetics,  and  at  Louisville  the  authority 
certalnity,  and  sufficiency  of  the  scriptures  take 
precedence  over  any  hypothetical  reasoning  of 
men.  Interesting  In  this  connection  are  articles 
by  Dr.  W.  0.  Carver  several  months  ago  in  ‘The 
Baptist  and  Reflector'”on  "Genesis  and  Evolution.’ 

This  young  man’s  experience  illustrates  con¬ 
cretely  the  unfortunate  maladjustments  between 
minds  not  well  grounded  in  the  basic  fundamen¬ 
tals  of  Chrlelanlty  and  propaganda  tn  our  advan¬ 
ced  schools  at  learning.  Many  professors  desir¬ 
ing  to  atlattlato  thought  seek  to  itartla,  rather 
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thau  instruct,  and  this  pernicious  form  of  teach¬ 
ing  lead*  to  much  confusion  iD  budding  and  Im¬ 
mature  minds.  This  idea  of  evolution  trims  to 
have  become  a  fetldh  which  dominates  the  think¬ 
ing  of  the  educated  world.  If  a  student  with  plae- 
**C  mind  and  fluid  convictions  le  seised  roughly 
by  the  hand*  of  ultramodern  opinions,  by  those 
who  find  secret  Joy  In  the  Iconoclastic,  toy  a 
philosophy  of  life  that  in  Its  powerful  grasp  would 
mould  all  the  perspective  of  life  to  Its  point  of 
vkeur,  he  le  liable  to  heve  his  mind  wretched  Into  a 
distorted  confusion  hy  that  strong  Intellectual  grip 
uilees  hie  religion  1«  built  upon  the  rock  founda¬ 
tion  of  an  experience  In  Christ.  Something  might 
bo  said  in  this  connection  regarding  Christian 
education,  and  the  fangeri  in  an  atmosphere  un¬ 
friendly  to  the  faith  jof  our  fathers. 

So  he  loft  Loul*vi)le  because  evolution  was  not 
taught  there.  Truly1  this  modern  philosophy  must 
huve  laid  1U  ruthless  hand  heavy  upon  hls  itifot. 
if  hp  journeyed  to  Lpulsvlllo  to  study  of  It.  rather 
thnn  etudy  to  be  an  Aruba  mador  of  diriet."  Evo¬ 
lution  must  have  become  an  obaaaslon,  a  fixed  Idea 
a  solidified  habit  at  mlnd^  an  unduly  Inalstant 
thought  which  magnified  by  attention  and  con¬ 
stant  brooding  set  lljelf  on  the  throne  of  In¬ 
tellect  and  ruled  like  some  upstart  tyvent,  end  ex¬ 
aggerated  self-consciousness  centering  around  evo¬ 
lution  aa  an  Intellectual  fetich.  I  can  well  under¬ 
stand  how  one  who  constantly  thinks  of  skulls, 
Uuie*.  walking  apes,  cave  men,  and  tuch  things 
<>f  the  earth,  earthly'  will  grow  morbid.  It  must 
heve  been  in  »u<.h  morbidity  that  the  brother  stood 
at  the  parting  of  the  way*  between  a  Baptist  and 
a  Unitarian,  in  Joseph's  Garden  on  tbe  first  Easter 
mdnilpg.  the  Risen  Lord  there,  Jesus  Christ  the 
>Son  of  Ood.  Saw  you  Him?  That  le  the  Great 
Divide;  no  man  can  stand  balanced  on  the  top 
edge;  Jesus  le  Ood  or  man;  a  Baptlat  caw  never 
be  a  Unitarian  nor  a  Unitarian  a  Baptist;  the  iw<^ 
positions  are  mutually  abhorrent;  they  can  neveiB 
blehd.  ^ 

Try  II  again.  Not  Louisville,  but  enow  process 
of  thinking.  Forget  evolution — It  may  be  a  mor¬ 
bid  obsewion— and  your  doubts  about  the  details 
of  Genesis.

Christ  Is  not  an  Idea  In  the  mind,  nor  la  He  con¬ 
stantly  adjusted  to  suit  any  man's  phUo-ophy  of 
life.  An  experience  at  grace  In  Christ  Is  a  heart 
reality,  In  It  are  undying  ties  of  love  In  g  personal 
relalionahip,  and  It  <*an  only  be  known  as  an  ex¬ 
perience.  If  you  haven't  the  experience,  argument 
win  not  bring  it;  If  you  hava  It,  argument  la  un¬ 
necessary.  Can  any  phlloaophy  rob  „«  of  the 
ties  at  love  which  bind  me  to  thoae  laughing  chil¬ 
dren?  Never,  it  Is  an  exparlence  beyond  the  range 
of  words.

of  their  deep  poverty.  He  Hat  spoken  to  the  Cor-

ible  In  the  light  of  HIs  gift.  Up  does  not  undertake 
to  measure  Its  whrth  or  deta  1  Its  values.  He  stands 
amazed  and  awed > at  what  1)4  cannot  measure  or' 
describe.  His  soul  Is  oppressed  with  the  sense  of 
Its  magnitude,  and  finds  expression  only  In  this 
burst  of  gratitude.  "Thanks  to  God  for  his  un-; 
speakable  gift." 

It  is  not  a  mechanical  o  r  manufactured  gratl- 1 
tude  in  n  effort  to  produce  aj  good  collection.  It 
is  the  spontaneous  and  jojops  exclamation  qf  a 
soul  which  1°  some  measure  apprehends  the  grace 
of  God  which  gave  us  his  (>wn  Son,  and  through, 
him  |avs  us  boundless,  end  eps,  eternal  life.  It  lsj 
an  unspeakable  gift.  It  Is  beyond  words,  and  sur-< 
passe. i  human  apprehension  Dp  description. 

Did  we  say  It  was  not  a  de'  l«e  for  raising  money?: 
It  Is  not.  And  yet  It  Is  put  o|er  against  the  little 


that  we  can  do  or  are  asked; to  do  for. him.  HoWi 
small  and  poor  ours  seem  wjhen  compared  with 
HIs  gift!  After  all  the  urging,  the  argument  and 
the  exhortation,  how  little  lq  our  offering)  seem 
In  the  light  of  HIs  unspeal  ;al>le  gift!  His  gift  Is 
the  measure  of  bis  grace  iqd  love.

the  love  oft  God  Is  perfected  In  us.  1  John  2 : S,  and 
4:12.  HIs  love  Is  the  exan  pje  for  ours  and  the 
source  of  ours.  If  It  Is  In  ui  it  will  lead  us  to  do- 
a  i  he  did.  We  are  councelled  to  walk  worthy  of  our 
calling,  and  that  our  manner -of  life  (the  way  we 
live)  should  be  worthy  of  the  gospel.  Our  way* 
are  to  correspond  with  God  s  ways.  Our  efforts  to 
save  the  lost  world  and  njnlster  to  Its  needs 
should  get,  their  lnsplratu n  and  example  from, 
his  unspeakable  gift.  How  fpr  are  we  from  put¬ 
ting  our  beat,  our  all  on  thd  altar  for  God!

THE  LOST  SENSE  OF  GOD 

The  Puritans  of  old  New  England  have  left  an 
Indelible  mark  oq  the  United  States.  New  England 
Itself  has  been  over  run  by  an  alien  invasion  but 
the  Puritan  conscience  and  the  Puritan  attitude 
has  In  Borne  way  been  lmpresfed  upon  the  very 
hills  so  that,  despite  all,  it  endures.  Recent  stud¬ 
ies  of  these  men  and  women  buvo  made  it  clear 
that  they  were  very  human  and  far  from  being 
Immune  lo  the  common  frailties  of  mankind.  But 
It  also  becomes  Increasingly  clear  that  they  had 
a  vivid  sense  of  God.  As  has  more  than  once  been 
said  of  others,  they  lived  as  if  God  had  hls  head¬ 
quarters  In  the  next  block. 

Jonothan  Edwards  had  a  theology  which  to 
many  sensitive  moderns  Is  unlovely.  But  no  Chris-  ‘ 
Hun  preacher  can  fall  to  envy  him  hls  power  to 
mako  the  fact  and  presence  of  Ood  vivid  to  bl* 
hearers.  When  Whitfield  went,  like  a  flame  of  fire, 
northwards  from  Philadelphia  through  New  York, 
Counectlcut,.  Massachusetts  and  Into  New  llaph- 
shlre,  It  was  before  a  living  God  that  hls  hearers 
themselves.  Men  who  have  never  heard  Dwlgbt 
L.  Moody  and  who  have  only  road  hls  printed 
sermons  often  wonder  at  hls  power.  It  may  be 
put  In  one  word:  "He  made  God  real  to  men." 

Exery  time  of  real  faith  haa  been  a  time  of 
living  faith  In  a  living  God.  The  church  has 
been  strong  when  It  spoke  in  tu>  uncertain  voice 
of  a  God  in  whom  Its  own  members  believed.  When 
hls  love  constrained  them  to  service  and  to  sac¬ 
rifice,  there  was  no  witholdlug  of  testimony  and 
no  lack  of  results. 

The  great  trouble  with  our  time  is  a  lost  sense 
of  God.  Men  dreamed  for  a  moment  that  the  war 
was  to  restore  what  bad  been  mislaid.  But  too 
often  the  reaction  to  the  strain  of  that- unheavel 
has  been  In  exactly  the  opposite  direction.  The 
fire  In  our  chnrches  is  at  last  beginning  to  bum 
more  brightly,  but  we  have  yet  to  hear  any  gen¬ 
eral  outcry,  "0,  that  1  knew  where  I  might  find 
Hlnf!" 

The  diagonals  seems  to  be  fairly  clear.  Ex-Pres¬ 
ident  Eliot  of  Harvard  University  said  that  the  one 
great  cause*  of  the  world  war  Was  the  failure  of 
the  churches  In  Europe  and  America  to  put  be¬ 
fore  the  world  an  adequate  conception  of  God.  One 
of  our  exchanges  a  few  weeks  ago  quoted  "a  lead¬ 
ing  jurist,  a  member  of  the  supreme  court  of  hls 
state,”  who  when  asked  why  crime  had  lncreasel 
to  such  colossal  proportions  replied,  “I  can  tell 
you  In  one  sentence:  Men  have  lout  the  conici°M- 
nett  of  Ood.” 

In  hls  recent  Yale  lectures  on  Preaching,  Bishop 
Williams  of  Michigan  said:  "It  was  not  the  ration¬ 
alistic  philosophies  of  the  nineteenth  century  with  , 
their  mechanistic  Interpretations  of  life  and  the 
universe  that  most  deeply  and  Surely  undermined 
Christian  faith.  These  were  passing  phases  of 
thought,  already  obsolescent.  It  was  not  the  perpet¬ 
ual  warfare  between  science  and  theology.  Above 
all,  it  was  not  the  new  science  of  Blblcal  criticism. 
That  has  proven  a  servant  of  faith.  Incalculably 
enriching  her  treasure  house.  It  was  the  practical 
materialism  of  the  age.  It  was  the  business  man  • 
rule  with  hls  business  standard  and  judgement.  It 
was  t&at  which  created  a  sordid,  mephitic  atmos¬ 
phere  In  which  the  soul  could  hot  breathe.  Abort 
all,  It  wm  the  accumulating  horror*  ot  lama* 
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joinery,  wrong*  and  Injustice  that  grew  out  of  our 
jlorlal  and  Industrial  system,  and  the  apparent  In¬ 
difference  pf  conventional  religion  thereto,  which 
(nade  multitudes  give  up  their  fatth  In  a  good 

%od,  a  God  who  cared — aye.  In  any  rationality  In 
the  universe.  It  was  that  also  which  made  it  a 
-  desperate  struggle  for  all  who  felt  and  thought  to 
|eep  their  grip  on  any  faith  In  a  heavenly  Father", 
i  jjjn  other  words,  men  kept  up  the  forms  of  religion 
§ut  had  lost  real  contact  with  God  end  every  da- 
1  |  fiiain  of  life  suffered. 

:  j)  J  The  great  task  of  the  present  day  pulpit  Is  to 
dbstore  to  men  this  lost  sense  of  God.  Men  and 
"g|omen  need  to  see  God  not  as  on  abstraction  but 
its  a  living,  dominating  presence.

BAPTIST  UNUSED  RESOURCES 
By  E.  Y.  Mullins. 

There  are  many  way*  In  which  power  Is  wasted 
In  religion.  Our  Baptist  democracy  Is  exposed  in 
a  peculiar  manner  to  such  waste.  Our  great  Cam¬ 
paign  has  helped  to  recover  some  of  this  lost  pow¬ 
er.  Never  before  have  so  many  of  us  joined  hands 
for  a  great  task.  Our  enlistment  activities  have 
yielded  fine  results  and  many  non-co-operating 
BapttsU  have  fallen  Into  line.  Another  reservoir 
of  unused  power  has  been  the  district  association. 
This  also  has  been  drawn  Into  service  In  new  ways 
in  our  great  Campaign.  It  will  be  developed  In 
new  ways  In  the  future.  There  are  otUer  great 
reservoirs  of  unused  power  scarcely  touched.  1 
am  thinking  of  the  multitude  of  bright  Baptist 
boys  and  girls  who  never  go  to  college  who  might 
hear  God's  call  to  the  ministry  If  the  proclamation 
of  that  call  and  prayer  for  more  laborers  were 
more  constant  In  our  churches.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  unused  resources  we  possess  1*  our  denom 
(national  papers,  ably  edited  and  wide  of  vision. 
They  should  have  many  times  the  circulation  they 
now  enjoy.  For  the  present  I  will  not  dDcuss  all 
these  forms  of  unused  powor,  but  oonflne  myself 
to  two  things  of  vital  Importance. 

One  of  these. Is  our  unattached  members  of  what 
Is  commonly  known  as  "trunk  Baptists.”  I  have  no 
figures  but  It  Is  well  known  that  a  great  portion 
of  our  people  are  afloat,  as  It  were,  on  the  sea  of 
life.  They  change  residence.  They  carry  letters. 
Somptitkds,  year*  pass  before  they  unite  with  an¬ 
other  church,  sometimes  never.  I  recently  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  from  a  pastor  in  a  distant  state  as|(- 
Ing  for  the  address  of  the  pastor  closest  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  address  In  Louisville.  He  wanted  to  write 
the  l-oul*vllle  pastors  about  one  of  his  members 
at  the  address  In  order  to  influence  the  newly  ar¬ 
rived  Haptlst  to  put  hi*  letter  in  the  nearest 
church.  This  Is  a  most  practical  and  fruitful  “fol¬ 
low  up”  system.  If  It  were  universal  It  would 
largely  cure  the  evil  complained  of.  In  another 
city  a  pastor  said  to  me  there  were  enough  "trunk 
Baptists"  around  bis  church  to  organise  a  strong 
Baptist  church.  If  they  could  be  Induced  to  bring 
their  letters  and  cast  In  their  lot  with  the  church 
its  strength  would  be  doubled. 

I  offer  a  suggestion.  Why  not  have  a  week  or 
two  set  apart  to  reach  these  unattached  Baptists. 
Let  It  be  southwide.  Let  It  be  done  unitedly.  Let 
the  full  force  of  our  denominational  organization 
and  publicity  be  put  behind  the  movement  Possi¬ 
bly  the  Campaign  or  the  Executive  Commlttee'of 
the  Convention  might  promote  It.  Pulpit  and  press 
could  reinforce  It  A  public  sentiment  could  be 
created.  A  holy  Influence  could  be  exerted.  A 
great  appeal  could  be  made.  The  Baptist  con¬ 
science  could  be  stirred.  Thousands  could  be  reach¬ 
ed.  We  might  name  the  week.  Call  it  say.  "Bap¬ 
tist  Church  Letter  Week"  or  something  else  suit¬ 
able.  x 

Brethren  what  do  you  say?  Can  not  we  do  some¬ 
thing  to  reach  these  unattached  Baptists?  Can  we 
not,  as  It  were,  put  a  coal  of  fire  on  their  con¬ 
science*  and  move  them  to  duty  with  Ood'e  bless¬ 
ing? 

I  mack  another  suggestion.  It  relates  to  our 
young  people.  There  are  two  very  definite  tasks 
which  could  be  well  performed  by  our  BYPU  or¬ 
ganizations  In  addition  to  what  they  are  doing. 
One  la  to  enlist  them  In  Increasing  the  attendance 
at  our  Sunday  night  services.  The  largest  Bap¬ 
tist  church  in  Holland  I*  at  a  place  called  Staat* 
CanaJ  ,  a  city  of  thirty  or  forty  thousand.  The 


pasor  Bro.  Weenlnck  Is  evangelistic  abd  enterprl* 
log.  Great  audiences  attend  the  night  services  and 
tn*ny  are  converted.  He  gave  large  credit  to  hi* 
young  people.  They  meet  at  the  church  an  hour 
or  two  before  the  sendee  and  divide  Into  group* 
of  two  and  proceed  in  all  directions  Inviting  pern 
pi*  to  the  service,  handing  out  Invitation  by  cardd 
and  by  word  of  mouth.  The  method  gives  very  det 
fililte  tasks  to  the  young  people  anti  bears  very 
definite  fruit. 

Another  splendid  service  young  people  can  ren¬ 
der  I*  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper.  Organise  them  for  this.  Divide  the 
membership  and  assign  a  portion  to  each  group- 
Fix  a  definite  objective.  Let  the  pastor  and  dea¬ 
cons  get  behind  the  movement.  Let  the  church  by 
resolution  request  the  young  people  to  render  this 
service.  In  these  ways  our  B.  Y.  F.  (0.  organise- 1 
turns  would  render  two  very  great  services  to  th*i 
loqal  church  and  the  kingdom.  It  wnuld  result 
In  giving  them  a  sense  of  being  useful.  It  would 
lead  to  a  new  consciousness  of  ability  to  serve  and!  j 
stimulate  Interest  In  new  forms  of  service.  There!  j 
ar«  other  forms  of  unused  power  among  ns,  but; 
these  will  suffice  for  mention  now.  -i 

A  WORTHY  EXAMPLE 

Tho  report  has  Just  reached  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Laymen's  Missionary'  Movement  that  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Indlanola.  MlsslsSIpl,  haa  or 
ganlzcd  a  "Progressive  Brotherhood"  This  should 
prove  to  be  *  valuable  adjunct  of  tlfe  church  In' 
the  enlistment  and  development  of  its  men. 

The  organisation  of  the  men  Into  Clube,  Unions,; 
Brotherhoods,  Fraternities,  or  l-eagues  Is  becom¬ 
ing  quite  prevalent  among  the  churefhes  all  over 
ths  South.  If  women  and  young  people  need  to 
organise  for  the  sake  of  fellowship  and  develop- ' 
me*it.  why  not  the  men?  If  men  find  it  practicable 
lo  meet  weekly  In  Rotary.  Klwanli  and  other; 
soolal  club#,  why  I*  It  no{  practicable  to  meet  at  t 
least  once  a  month  for  the  cultivation  of  the  high  ‘ 
tt  vulues  of  life? 

Such  associations  of  men  are  Justifiable  and 
desirable  only  on  the  ground  that  t)>ey  fit  men 
for  more  effective  service  In  the  qhurch.  This  j 
'brotherhood  must  b*  an  organization  IN  ths 
church  FOR  THE  SAKE  of  th#  church.  Tbs  church 
Is  supreme. 

To  Headquarter*  of  the  Laymen'*  Missionary 
Movement.  Bo*  686,  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  will  be 
g|a|l  to  furnish,  on  application,  some  literature 
tbait  treat*- of  the  organisation  and  conduct  of 
tbejic  brotherhoods. 

The  Indlanola  church  hai  also  taken  another  , 
step  that  Is  worthy  of  commendation  and  emula- 
tlp^;  It  has  enrolled  thirty-five  per  cent  of  Its 
membership  as  Others* This  offers  a  Worthy  chal¬ 
lenge  to  other  churches  that  would  be  accounted 
progressive. 

A  live  brotherhood  should  find  a  fruitful  field* 
for  Its  activities  In  connection  With  the  present 
tithing  rampalgn.  After  thoroughly  organising 
lt«  force*  and  helping  to  make  a  worthy  record 
in  Its  own  church.  It  should  offer  It*  services  to 
Ihe  churches  of  the  association  that  mdy  need 
help.

3.  The  slxe  of  the  faculty  should  bear  a  definite 
relation  to  the  type  of  Institution,  the  number  of 
students  and  the  number  of  courses  offered.  For 
a  college  of  approximately  100  students  In  a  sin¬ 
gle  curriculum  the  faculty  should  consist  of  at 
least  8  heads  of  departments  devoting  full  time  to 
colllege  work.  Wlh  the  growth  of  the  student  body 
the  number  of  fall  time  teachers  should  be  corres¬ 
pondingly  Increased.  The  development  pf  varied 
curricula  should  Involve  the  addition  of  further 
heads  of  departments. 

The  training  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  of 
professorial  rank  should  Include  at  least  two  years 
study  In  their  respective  fields  of  teaching  in  a 
'recognised  graduate  school.  It  Is  desirable  that 
the  training  of  the  head  of  a  department  should  be 
equivalent  to  thet  required  for  the  doctor’s  degree, 
or  should  represent  a  corresponding  professional 
or  technical  training.  A  college  should  be  Judged 
In  large  part  by  the  ratio  which  the  number  of 
persons  of  professorial  rank  with  sound  training, 
scholarly  achelvement  and  successful  experience 
as  teachers  bears  to  the  total  number  of  the  teach¬ 
ing  staff. 

Teaching  schedules  exceeding  16  hours  per  week 
per  Instructor  or  classes  (exclusive  of  lectures)  of 
more  than  thirty  students  should  be  Interpreted  as 
endangering  educational  efficiency. 

4.  The  minimum  annual  operating  income  for 
an  accredited  college  should  be  $50,000  of  which 
not  less  than  $25,00()  should  be  derived  from  stable 
sources,  other  than  students,  preferably  from  per¬ 
manent  endowments.  Increase  In  faculty,  student 
body  and  scope  of  instruction  should  be  accompan¬ 
ied  by  increase  In  endowment.  The  financial  sta¬ 
tus  of  a  college  should  be  judged  In  relation  to  Its 
educational  program. 

5.  The  material  equipment  and  upkeep  of  a  col¬ 
lege,  its  buildings,  lands,  laboratories,  apparatus 
and  libraries  should  be  Judged  by  their  efficiency 
in  relation  to  its  educational  program. 

A  college  should  have  a  live  well  distributed  pro¬ 
fessionally  administered  library  of  at  least  8.000 
volumes,  exclusive  of  public  documents,  bearing 
specitlclaJly  upon  the  subjects  taught  and  with  a 
definite  annual  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
new  books. 

6.  A  college  should  not  maintain  a  preparatory 
school  as  part  of  Its  college  organisation.  If  such

It  should  be  kept  rigidly  distinct  and  separate

I  suite,  I  simply  want  to  use  the  text 
i  to  show  some  serious  facts.  The  first 
|  fact  It  this,  The  Learned  Are  Drifting 
From  The  Doctrine  Of  The  Deity  Of 
|  JisU  1  Christ.  He  Is  treated  to  day  as 
i  more  of  a  hero,  and  human  martyr  to 
His  own  teachings,  than  as  "Ood  mani¬ 
fest;^  the  flesh. V  There  is  more  Uni 
tarlenlsm  In  the  mlnl  itry  to  day  than 
was  over  known  before  in  the  ranks  of 
so  sailed  Protestants,  and  as  we  drift 
frojl  the  do(.trlne  of  the  Deity  of  the 
Christ,  and  lose  consciousness  of  the 
fact,  that  He  was  Ood  manifest  In  the 
fle^h  to  take  away  sin,  we  slip  the 
]  very  foundation  from  under  real  Chris 
tlarity  and  make  It  nothing  more  than 
any  other  religion,  except  that  Its 
tekshlng  of  duty  and  servile  are 
better. 

The  struggle  of  the  world  has  ever 
been  to  rob  Christianity  of  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  Deity  of  Jesus  Chrtst, 
the:  Son  of  Qod.  The  world  is  will¬ 
ing  for  us  to  make  of  Jesus  a  mighty 
man,  the  founder  of  a  great  religious 
movement,  but  it  rebels  against  tbe 
doctrine  that  He  was  Divine.  That 
He  died  a  martyr  death  for  what  He 
believed  even  the  Jews  will  admit, 
but  that  He  died,  not  as  a  martyr,  but 
as  the  Son  of  Ood  to  redeem  the  lost 
they  rebel  against. 

Jesus  knew  how  this  would  be.  Hs 
knew  that  the  enmity  of  the  world 
would  be  against  His  Deity,  and  that 
for.  that  reason  it  would  do  its  best 
to  destroy  the  institution  Hs  founded 
upon  that  fast,  and  tor  that  reason  Ho 
said  ot  the  ohureh  "tbs  catas  of  Hail 


-  ,  w  '  ■fj-  rr, 
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shall  not  prevail  against  it."  There 
is  but  one  possible  way  for  the  world 
and  the  gates  of  hell,  to  overthrow 
Christianity;  that  Is,  to  turn  professed 
Christians  from  the  doctrine  of  the 
Deity  of  Him  who  founded  the  Church 
and  it  is  making  Its  mightiest  fight  to 
Jo  that  now.  It  will  not  succ^d,  but 
it  will  make  the  way  mighty  dark, 
and  it  is  now  doing  that  through  the 
skeptical  expressions  of  big  preachers, 
and  of  big  teachers  in  our  schools. 
From  the  school  now  comes  most  of 
our  young  preachers  and  many  of 
these  go  forth  poisoned  with  doubts 
as  to  the  miraculous  birth  and  Delt) 
of  Chriat.  Let  that  go  on  aad  only  a 
few  years  will  see  the  faith  of  the 
church  trembling  in  the  balance  of  un 
belief  in  the  real  spirituality  of  Chrla 
tlanity. 

"This  Rock"  is  the  Deity  of  Jesus 
the  Son  of  Ood.  On  that  He  founded 
Christianity,  and  on  that  Hock  she  is 
safe  and  will  be  triumphant.  If  she 
slips  from  that  foundation  tbe  quick¬ 
sands  of  skepticism  will  soon  swallow 
her  up.  We  do  need  to  give  attention 
to  that  fact  right  now.  The  glory  of 
Christianity  la  the  fact  that  The  Son 
of  Ood  Died  to  Save  Blnners.  That 
He  came  into  the  world  to  die  as  a 
substitute  for  the  lost  that  He  might 
bring  them  to  God.  He  offered  Him 
self  a  willing  sacrifice,  not  for  a  creed 
but  for  a  lost  world.  He  laid  down 
Hia  life  that  He  might  take  It  again, 
that  by  His  death  He  might  atone  for 
our  sins  and  by  His  life  He  might  save 
us  from  sin.  That  la  real  Christianity. 

In  this  day  of  drifting  and  skepti¬ 
cism,  we  need  to  comp  back  to  this 
fact.  I  was  recently  reading  in  The 
Commercial  Appeal  thit  the  Baptists 
now  outnumber  any  denomination  In 
the  United  States,  except  the  Catho¬ 
lics,  and  I  thought  If  we  will  Just  be 
true  to  this  great  all-fundamental 
doctrine  of  the  Deity  of  Chtist;  Ood 
only  knows  how  much  we  ran  glorify 
Him,  but  If  we  turn  aside  to  the  Idep 
of  the  mere  human,  hero  Chriat.  we 
can  do  more  than  any  other  people 
to  undermine  real  Christianity. 

(Let  me  say  right  here,  within  pa 
renthesee;  for  one  thing  I  rejoice  in 
tbe  Catholic  Church.  That  Is.  for 
their  unswerving  adherence  to  the 
doctrine  ot  the  Immaculate  conception 
and  Deity  of  my  Lord.  I  abominate 
their  folly,  but  I  love  their  unfalter¬ 
ing  utterances  about  the  Deity  of 
Jesus,  the  Christ.  And  tbe  greatest 
fact  about  their  adherence  to  this 
great  doctrine  la  the  fact  that  they 
cannot  change.  It  has  been  uttered  by 
them  again  and  again  by  councils  and 
by  popes,  and  as  they  claim  that  all 
excathedra  utterances  are  infallible 
they  cannot  change;  and  I  will  stand 
ith  them  on  that  point  until  He 
comes  again  la  person,  or  for  me.

SOME  ADVANCE  MOVEMENTS  IN 
THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD'S 
WORK 

L  J|  Van  Ness,  Cor.  Sec'y. 

I  take  peculiar  pleasure  la  aunounc 
lng  the  lnaguratlun  of  a  comprelieu 
give  book  publishing  program  on  the 
part  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  1 
have  been  giving  special  attention  to 
this  matter  since  last  summer  with 
the  hope  that  we  might  really  Inaugu 
rate  wise  and  prudent,  and  at  the  same 
time,  far-reaching  plans  for  the  de 
velopment  of  this  side  of  our  work. 
During  the  war  it  was  impossible  to 
take  any  advance  steps  but  we  believe 
the  time  ii  now  ripe  for  tbe  Inaugu 
ration  of  this  program. 

At  a  recant  meeting  of  our  Board 
Prof.  John  L.  Hill,  now  Dean  of  tbe 
Georgetown  College,  Kentucky,  »i» 
elected  Editorial  Secretary  for  the 
Book  and  Tract  Department.  Dr.  Hill 
has  Just  signified  his  -acceptance  ot 
this  position  and  will  assume  his  full 
duties  In  June.  In  the  meantime  be 
will  continue  his  connection  with  tbe 
Oeorgetown  College  but  will  give  s 
part  ot  his  time  to  certain  pressing  du¬ 
ties  and  to  gaining  a  knowledge  of 
the  work  which  is  before  him. 

Dr.  Hill  is  well  knpwn  in  his  state  as 
an  aggreeilve  Baptist  leader.  Ha  was 
the  publicity  man  tor  the  76  Million 
Caraaplgn  In  his  state  and  is  now  the 
secretary  of  the  Kentucky  General 
Association.  He  has  also  been  actively 
Identified  with  the  Layemn'v  Move 
ment,  and  is  a  successful  teacher  of  S{ 
men's  class.  He  has  fine  speaking  gifts 
His  experience  ai  a  teacher  has  given 
him  tbe  literary  training  which  his 
|,task  wiU  demand. 

One  of  our  great  problems  bat  been 
the  manufacturing  and  the  marketing 
of  our  books.  We  have  never  put  out 
cheap  books  but  the  manufacturing 
facilities  in  Nashville  and  In  practi¬ 
cally  every  Southern  city  are  not  ad 
Justed  to  tbe  printing  of  edition  books, 
as  practically  all  of  the  work  is  com 
mercial  work.  We  have  therefore  Inves¬ 
tigated  the  various  manufacturing  cen 
ters  and  hereafter  our  books  will  be 
manufactured  to  Nashville,  In  Rich¬ 
mond,  and  in  New  York  as  tbe  occa¬ 
sion  may  demand.  We  hope  to  put  out 
our  books  In  the  most  modern  and  ap¬ 
proved  style.  At  present  we  have  In 
process  of  manufacture  some  eight 
books  which  we  hope  will  be  ready 
In  time  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  all  these  in  addition  to  our 
study  course  books. 

Recently  the  Board  gave  me  permis¬ 
sion  to  call  to  Nashville  for  a  con¬ 
ference  the  responsible  Baptist  book 
selling  men  in  each  state.  All  but  two 
of  these  book  selling  agencies  were 
represented  at  this  conference.  We 
■pent  two  days  together  talking  over 
the  whole  book  selling  situation  among 
the  Baptiste  of  tha  South  and  agreeing 
upon  plana  for  co-operation  by  which 
these  beak  telling  agendae  will  ha 
■era  eloaely  related  to  us,  be  in  touch 


with  all  our  plans,  and  we  shall  all 
work  together  for  great  common  ends. 
A  similar  conference  will  be  held  in 
tbe  summer  at  which  time  plans  will  be 
made  for  the  fall  campaign.  I  count 
this  conference  with  its  attending  f- 
suits  one  of  tha  most  significant,  move¬ 
ments  which  we  have  inaugurated.  We 
hope  lo  raise  the  work  of-  book  sell  lag 
among  Baptists  in  the  South  lo  the 
same  dignified  position  aa  the  Sunday 
School  and  Young  People's  work,  and 
to  make  it  as  effective  through  the 
tate  agencies. 

In  addition  to  this  we  have  formed 
a  working  agreement  with  George  H 
liorun  and  Company  of  New  York  City 
by  which  they  will  manufacture  for  ua 
some  books,  we  paying  them  the  seme 
us  we  do  any  other  printer  or  menu 
lecturer.  Some  of  our  books,  however,] 
appear  to  have  a  value  beyond  our 
constituency  and  or  tbeae  they  will 
take  Imprint  editions  through  a  very 
liberal  arrangement  with  us  and  wllil 
market  these  books  for  us  la  other 
Sections  of  tbe  country  and  in  England, 
as  well  as  to  certain  portions  of  the 
general  trade.  We  believe  this  arrange¬ 
ment  will  enable  us  to  put  the  works 
f>f  our  beet  writers  before  tbe  Whole 
rountry.  We  have  at  present  with  them 
fine  books  which  they  will  handle  out- 
el<V(  of  our  territory  under  this  agree¬ 
ment.  , 

We  are  also  glad  , to  report  an  addl> 
lion  to  our  field  force  la  the  person 
nf  Miss  Mary  Virginia  Lee  of  Oklahaf 
inn.  who  will  be  associated  wltb  tbe  Orv 
ganlsed  Class  Department.  Miss  Les  t 
pcciallty  will  be  the  Intermediate 
Department  which  has  heretofore  ba| 
no  special  attention  but  which  is  growl¬ 
ing  in  Importance  as  our  Suadapr 
Schools  are  batter  organised  She  will 
also  give  attention  to  organised  clegs 
work  for  women  and  will  be  avettebie 
for  field  work  for  both  tbe  Interme¬ 
diate  Department  and  the  organised

Every  department  of  the  work  of 
our  Board  has  shown  steady  and  heel- 
Ihy  growth  and  our  work  Is  dgralpp 
lng  upon  every  tine.

INTERIOR  CHINA  MISSION 

Kweiteh,  Honaan,  Jan.,  J7,  1922. 

It  Is  not  a  healthy  sign  that  the 
missionary  Is  continually  bglng  ask¬ 
ed  for  striking  Incidents.  Of  course 
we  all  like 


to  have  them  to  tell. 
Home  people  do  not  reukxe  that  the 
missionary's  life  like  that  of  most 
other  people  very  largely  consists  of 
'The  dally  round,  the  common 
task."  Just  as  lu  the  Orest  War 
there  wore  the  duys  and  months  of 
preparation  and  then  the  fight  per¬ 
haps  of  hours  and  days,  sometimes 
only  of  miuufen,  and  all  was  over, 
so  In  mlsaouary  work  we  go  plod¬ 
ding  on  at  our  great  task  with  very 
little,  sometimes  nothing,  out  of  the 
usual  and  It  may  be  only  at  rare  In 
tervals  that  we  have  what  One  could 
call  a  striking  Incident.  Far  ourn  is 
a  life  business,  not  a  matter  of  four 
or  morn  years,  and  the  striking  In¬ 
cidents  may  come  at  greater  Inter¬ 
vals  than  the  big  battles  dUd  In  the 
smaller  flight. 

However  we  do  have  some  Inter¬ 
esting  things  to  record  sometimes, 
and  I  want  to  te'l  you  a  little  about 
two  of  the  recent  conversions  at  one 
of  our  outsthtlons. 

The  first  Is  a  man  named  Liang. 
Just  an  ordinary  sort  of  farmer,  but 
a  most  religious  man,  a  Buddhist 
with,  like  most  of  the  Chinese,  a 
mixture  of  Taoism  and  Confucian¬ 
ism.  His  mother  got  very  n'ck  and 
with  true  Chinese  filial  pdety  he 
looked  around  to  see  what  he  cou,'d 
do  to  help  or  relieve  her.  The  Chin* 
ese  Idea  Is  that  sickness  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  sin.  pr,  that  some  unfriendly 
god  or  demon  Is  troubling  and  must 
be  propitiated.  The  latter  was  evi¬ 
dently  Llangl’s  belief,  for  he  made  a 
vow  that  If  his  mother  was  healed 
he  would  caat  himself  down  from  the 
top  of  a  certain  celebrated  temple 
In  this  district  to  which  the  soots 
of  all  the  dead  are  supposed  to  go 
for  judgement.  Altho  his  mother  was 
not  healed  he  decided  to  keep  his 
part  of  the  contract  Be  west  to 
the  temple  end  after  hanflng  about 


In  the  Buddhist  doctrine,
